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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 21-37 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the originally claimed invention 
was drawn to rearranging in an order of a first processing significance degree and an order of a 
second processing significance degree wherein these degrees were defined as being in 
accordance with a size value. The newly submitted claims are drawn to data arranged in priority 
order being rearranged in sequential order and rearranged again in priority order.
